THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


THE remarkable growth of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association within 
the year, as shown by the report presented at 
last week’s annual meeting, is most gratifying 
and encouraging. It is now absolutely proven 
that all which is needed to bring the membership 
of the Association up to the number originally 
proposed, vzz., one thousand, is another vigor- 
ous effort of the kind made last year. 

We have had sad occasion in the office of the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY to test the value of this 
work, and we cannot refrain from giving grateful 
testimony to the worth of the Association, as we 
thank the chairman of the annual meeting for 
his kindly references to him who has left us. 
Mr. Leypoldt had paid in five years assessments 
to the amount of $16.50; at the time of his death 
the membership had reached 717, and Mrs. Ley- 
poldt was promptly paid the $717, a payment 
made some weeks before any of the company 
policies on his life became due. As the Asso- 
ciation grows, death payments will of course 
become more frequent with increase of numbers, 
but the benefits of the organization are also in- 
Creased. 

Whether it is a wise course to create a reserve 
fund by extending the membership beyond a 
thousand, instead of Starting a new class, isa 
fair question. It has advantages, but it gives 
up one of the essential principles of the asso- 
ciation—to have no surplus which can be ill-in 
vested or misused. But whether the policy pro- 
posed shall be accepted or not, it will be well 
for those intending to be in the first thousand to 
send in theirapplications at once. 





WitrH summer has come the season of Satur- 
day half-holidays. We should be glad to see 
the London: custom of closing at two Saturdays 
ail the year round, adopted in our too busy 
cities ; but at least let us have our summer Satur- 


day afternoons for cool leisure, wherever the 
exigencies of the trade permit. This office will 
be closed hereafter each Saturday during the 
summer at one o'clock, and we suggest to employ- 
ers that this is an especially timely hour, so that 
all may work up to that time and have the 
luncheon hour at their disposal thereafter.

A CHAPTER ON BOOK ILLUSTRATING. 
From the Bookbuyer, Fune, 1884. 


WHILE there has never been before so great 
an interest felt or expressed on the subject of 
book and magazine illustrating, it is also true 
that the subject has never until now become so 
surrounded by manitold complications. The 
average reader becomes hopelessly entangled 
between the mysteries of wood-engraving and 
photo-engraving, between photo-lithographing 
and photogravure, heliotype, chromo-printing, 
aquatint, etc., etc., until the whole question is 
involved in so many technicalities that it be: 
comes all but impossible for any but an expert 
to understand the various processes which may 
be employed to illustrate a book. To supply 
just such practical information as this, Mr. 
James Shirley Hodson has published a book in 
London (Sampson Low & Co.), which he calls 
‘* A Historical and Practical Guide to Art I[llus- 
tration in Connection with Books, Periodicals, 
and General Decoration.’’ 

It is a curious fact that no attempts seem to 
have been made before the beginning of the 
present century to extend the arts concerned in 
book illustrations beyond the older forms of 
plate and wood-engraving. Lithography came 
first toward increasing the illustrator’s facilities, 
and for many years it was the only real advance 
that was made; but even lithography has only 
been perfected within the last twenty years. 
When, however, photography, in connection. 
with mechanical and chemical appliances, came 
into use, a surprising number of photo-engrav- 
ing processes were rapidly developed. There is, 
of course, no mechanical means of engraving 


| which will approach the beauty, delicacy, and 


| color that we find in many of our best modern 





wood-blocks, yet, by photography and the ac- 
tion of chemicals, plates are engraved which are 
more accurate as copies than any block cut by 
the engraver’s tool can be, and often so closely 


| resembling a woodcut as to be practically indis- 


tinguishable one from the other. 

As steel displaced the soft copper, so wood 
has taken the place of steel ; and as engraving on 
wood has prospered, so engraving upon steel has 
languished. During the last fourscore years it 
has steadily declined until it has ceased to be an 


| art, and has become largely a question of the 
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tor. Mr. Hodson refers feelingly to this decay 
of a noble art, and dwells in his gossipy introduc- 
tion upon the later years of the last century and 
the early years of this, when steel-engraving was 
at its best in England ; when Alderman Boydell 
was making his famous books and employing 
the best engravers in England ; when Sharp was 
producing the best of his copies of the old mas- 
ters ; when Wollett was gaining fame by his en- 
gravings after the paintings of Wilson and 
Ciaude ; and when Bartolozzi was doing for 
Cipriani what Heath did for Stothard. He 
discourses with lingering fondness upon these 
interesting times, and tells lively anecdotes of 
Strange, who was hunted as a rebel, and Barto- 
lozzi, who engraved plates for a few pounds 
apiece. He traces the history of wood-engrav- 
ing from Bewick and Branston, down the line 
of artist-engravers ; but as the story has been 
told often and well before, he comes quickly to 
speak of the newer processes of the illustrative 
art. 

The process of zincography, or photo-en- 
graving, as we should call it, is of comparatively 
recent origin. How far this process may take 
the place of wood-engraving it is impossible to 

orm any idea, since it is still constantly being 
mproved ; but there can be no question as to 
he great service it has rendered art by cheaply 
.nd admirably reproducing the drawings of the 
nost famous artists. 
tasible where otherwise it would have been im- 
possible. The number of these photo-chemical 
processes is innumerable. Mr. Hodson in his 
highly interesting book gves carefully into an 
examination of the most perfect of each, giving 
excellent specimens of the best results which 
have been attained. Many of these prints are 
very beautiful ; nothing, for example, could be 
more satisfactory than the reproduction of a 
drawing by aquatint-engraving, on page I54, 
which is printed from a relief-electrotype plate, 
or as aspecimen merely of fine work, the photo- 
engraving given on page 171, or the Woodbury- 
tvpe on page 179, which is in reality a perma- 
nent photograph. With so agreeable and enter- 
taining a guide as Mr. Hodson, who is quite 
practical enough, yet not too technical, the study 
of the illustrator’s arts opens up new phases 


which it has not hitherto been possible to study 
in books. 


SHOP LIBRARIES AND READING- 
ROOMS. 
From the U. S. Stationer, April 3. 


MANY shop proprietors would do well to con- 
sider the propriety, from a purely business point 
of view, of establishing in connection with their 
works libraries and reading-rooms. The argu 
ment that there is nothing in common between 
proprietors and workmen, except the giving and 
receiving of wages, is a mischievous one, and 
as much to the discredit of one party as to the 
other, and ought to be distasteful to both. It 
leads logically to the idea of getting a good 
deal for a littke—a good deal of work for little 
money or a good deal of money for little work — 
something that never did nor will work satis- 
factorily. Making all allowance for praise- 
worthy selfishness, or putting it entirely on the 
ground of selfishness, something better and 
more profitable than this ought to be got out of 
the relation between those who employ and 
those employed. Aside, then, from all senti- 


It has made illustraticn | 
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best ruling machines and the most skilful opera- 





ment, when a proprietor can see his way clear 
to furnish rooms or a room devoted to intel. 
lectual purposes for those who work for him, we 
believe it is a good business investment for him 
to do it. That he, perhaps, benefits others 
more than himself will be one of the pleasant 
features of the case, upon which it is not neces- 
Sary to enlarge. 

Men who read are better men in the shop or 
manufactory than those who do not, if for no 
other reason because reading induces habits of 
thinking that find their way into the products 


| of the shop or manufactory ; but there are other 


reasons too well known to require repetition. 
Libraries supplied with the right kind of 
books are not plenty, even in large cities: and 
in many smaller cities and towns are almost or 
entirely lacking. Moreover, as generally man. 
aged, they are of no use to those who ought to 
be benefited by them, not infrequently being 


| closed at such hours as busy men can visit them. 


In other instances, those who could otherwise 
use them live at such distances as to be practi- 
cally debarred from doing so, and in any instance 
there is not that sense of proprietary right that 


| will be felt by one making use of something 


that is part of the works with which he is con- 
nected. 

The advantages of a reading-room and a well- 
selected library are such as many men would 
make some sacrifices for, and connected with a 
shop would be to them one of the pleasant 
features not to be left without strong reasons. 
To apprentices and young men such advantages 
cannot be overrated ; and, in fact, to all they are 
substantially the same as derived from an ex- 
penditure that few can afford. 

In instances where the proprietor does not 
see his way clear to meeting all the expenses, 
the propriety of co-operating with the workmen 
to that end is worth considering. Properly 
managed, a little money can be made to go a 
good ways in this direction, and a few books 
at the start will grow into a library of respect- 
able proportions if interest in the matter is kept 
up. Workmen will find any little sacrifice made 
for this purpose is like investing money in a 
bank that never ‘“‘breaks,’’ and always pays a 
** dividend.”

OBITUARY. 


Henry C. Work, the noted song writer and 
composer, died at Hartford, Conn., on the gth 
inst., of heart disease. ‘* Marching Through 
Georgia,’’ ‘‘ Grandfather’s Clock,’’ and ‘‘ Dear 
Father, Come Home With Me Now’ were writ- 
ten by him. 


Henry G. VENNoR, the Canadian weather 
prophet, died in Montreal, June 8, at the age 
of forty-three. He was a geologist and natural- 
ist of some reputation, and had published a 
valuable book called ‘‘ Birds of Prey.”’ He was 
best known to the public through his weather 
predictions and almanac. 


CHARLES FENNo HoFFMAN, the poet and 
novelist who at one time occupied an eminent 
place among the literary men of the country, 
died in Harrisburg, Pa., on the 7th inst, at tne 
age of seventy-eight. In 1833 he established 
the Knickerbocker Magazine, and soon after took 
charge of the American Monthly Magazine. In 
1835 Mr. Hoffman published a volume . 
sketches entitled ‘‘A Winter in the West, 











which met great favor. His next effort was 
‘Wild Scenes in the Forest and Prairie,’’ 
which appeared in 1837. Im 1840 he published | 
his first work of fiction, ‘‘ Greyslaer,’’ a ro- 
mance founded on the trial of Beauchamp for the 
murder of Colonel Sharper in Kentucky. He 
published in 1842 a collection of his poems | 
under the title of ‘‘ The Vigil of Faith and 
Other Poems,” which appeared a second time | 
in 1845, revised and enlarged, as *‘ Love’s Cal- 
endar.” Among his songs which achieved a 
wide popularity were: ‘‘’Tis hard to share her 
smiles with Mary,” “Sparkling and Bright,”’ | 
and “The Myrtle and Steel.”
